against golden soveregns at prices which ardmuch lower than in the 








‘The Money Dealers as a rule dispose of the banknotes 
quickly as to be able to make a greater turnover, The merchants, 
in the contrary, keep the notes as long as possible and dipose 
of them in the off-season, whenever they require sovereigns or 
7.1. Bombay or T,T. Cairo. 


This is in short the reason why it has been possible 
that the notes remained so long here before repatriation. 





The consignment of LP,9861,- on the 11th September last, 
was ought from one of the local money dealers, who on his turn had 
bought the notes from the Saudi Arabian Government. The Saudi 
Government had obtained these notes from the Palestinian pilgrims 
who had paid their taxes etc. with Palestinian banknotes, 





What regards the last para of your letter under reply I 
regret to inform you that I was not aware of the fact that the 
Palestinian pilgrims for the current pilgrimage were only permitted 
to take a restricted number of notes, It is further practically 
impoesible to generally compare the influx of Palestne Currency Notes 
to this country between this and lest year, as I am not the only 

one who exports the Palestine Currency Notes from this country. 
According to information received some of the dealers exported durin 
1943 the Pal.£.notes purchased by them to Egypt, where they disposed 
of the notes at better prices than I was prepared to pay. 






With reference to the above, I beg to refer to my letter 
dated 28th January 1943, to your Cairo Office who made similar enquiries 
as you, Acopy of saii letter is herewith enclosed.

@ rule only disvose of them when they have to purchase (as a rule) 

British Indian rupees in order to finance their imports. This is the . 
main reason why it was possible to export big amounts igyptian currency 
notes so long after the previous pilgrimage season. During this 
pilgrimage season merchants have been buying up as many Egyptian ; 
Banknotes as possible could, This time the local merchants were buying 
more for speculation purposes than for a purely business point of view 

as the rate of the Egyptian banknotes towards gold have been extra- 
ordinarily low, viz; Sov. 100.- £eg.500.- & 510.- These bought-up 

notes most probably will be sold again later in the year. 


You further asxed me at what rate I buy the Zgyptian banknotes. 
Against my purchases of Zgyptian banknotes I sell as a rule 7.7. 
Bombay at the rate of Seg.1.- = Rs,14.10,- less about 5% being my 
forwarding charges of the notes, including 43% war risk, 


Sometimes I buy Bgyptian Banknotes acainst golden sovereims 
ut these quotations are subject to the local (suq) market rates 
which are fluctuating a great deal. During August 1942 the price 

of £eg. against gold was Sov. 100 = Seg.430, while today’s quotations 
are Sov.100' = 502 Seg.
